Befidesthis firſt order, we hauealſo others, which likewiſe 
arc of great confiileration in theſeguoltob this cauſe; For the . 
Vniuerſitiets dunded into fourttacultics, -Dwmitic,, Lave, 
Phiſickr,and the Artes.Oftheſethelaſt is the pathway to the 
threefirſt, hauing ſome reſemblance with the ſchoole of the 
oreat Philoſopher Puthagoras., whete it is. faide that fir{t they 
wereenioinedtoliſten with perpetuall filence.Nextthey be- 
gan toecnter intothe knowledge of the, Marhematiques'and 
{ciences,and laflly they wereadmittedto diſcourle vpon the 
nature of thisgreat world:andtherfore were his ſchollerster- 
med firſt hearers,then Mathemaricians, and laſtly Phifacians. 
Likewiſe for the auoiding of cofuſedteaching in. our Vniuer- 
fitie, there be certaine degrees of beginning, arid proceeding, 
For we begin firſtwith Grammer:then wepraceed toRheto- 
rick,and tothe expounding of goodauthors: then do we raiſe 
vp our cogitations to. other ſcieces;vntil that finally we come 
to Phifick, which wasthe laſt forme of Pirbagoras ſchoole.Ha- 
uing alſo thus ſatisfted our ludies, - wee-haue'certaine orders 
and: degrees ofpromotion, as Bachelers, Licentiats, Doftours 
whichare the commonapprobations ofthe beſt learned in 
cucric facultie,and ary the whichcuery one is forbidden 
atrude himſclfinto the chaire,or intothepublike dealing 
with the ſtate, know that many gallant and quicke wits will 
thinke this order to depende yponacertaine ſuperſlition,be- 
cauſe thatthe anſwer of the Emperor arias to. one that cra- 
ucd leauetoanſiycrein his right, fmilethyponmany; yin:

Andindecd attet the ſimemaner wedo fce that in the time 
of [uſtinian there were certaine degrees/of lawicalled Lite & 
Prolite. Wherefore will here conchide, that fuchdiftinQzon 
of degreesandſuchapprobationsot theſuffroitacieand capa- 
citie ofperſons were by bur ancelters brought in; upan good 
and ſufticient reaſons, ..

Eſpecially they who 1 rbat 
time enioied the Monkiſh conerſation ade (be of a notablechurch 
and diſperſed their dottrine by ther ife andmaners.” For from God 
tbere proceedetha moſt comimodbous benefit ta mankinae by this pby's 
loſophie,which contemneth the ſudzes of tparth;arts and Logicke, as 
matter of ſmall account,and ſuch as hingdererh the better v/e of time, 
and teacheth nothing tawardethe courſe of a perfetÞ life. And in 
Oeegin this goucrament they had {o great reſpe&, that the 
Poofe of Montagu;otherwilecalled Capers, not beingbound 
to any perticu)ar yow otreligion other thenall we chriſtians, 
inas muchasm their firſt ſtudies they ſeparate theinſclues in 
appare'lfrom vs, multaotwithſtanichng leaue off the Coule, 
whenſocuerthey purpole to participate inthe degree of ma- 
ſtcrihip,and thereby euidently declare themſclues tobe ſecu.

Ifocrates,' T bat out of ber ſchooles as ent of the Trotan horſe iſſued 
innumerableprinces. Thereout iſſued inthe faculte of diuinity 
the Gerſons,and the Clemanges.Inthe faculticoflaw, the Bel. 
loperches, the Qns ns;& the Rebuffes laphy ſick, the T agaults, 
and the Ferntls. And in Artes,the Budes Vatables, and T nſanr, 
with an infinite niiberof other. braue-minds, of whom the po« 
ſteritie ſhall be able toyeeld betrer teſtumoniethen my felfe. 
Neither do There {peak of the liuing,whoſe names ſhal com- 
mend them throughout all Europe. Such 1 lay wereour firſt 
inſtirutions,andſo long asweliucd after that maner,whenſo+

nal&progrefle. /gnnamms was a Spaniard,1in our fathers daies, 
whoall his lite time had beenca ſouldter. It happened him co 
be hurt in the Citie of Pampelune, when welaid fhege thereto. 
W hile he lay atſurgeric he ſpent histimc in reading theliues 
of the fathers: for in reſpe& of his ignorance hee was notable 
to employ his minde vpon any higher argument, Vponthe, 
platforme ofthis booke he centred intoopinion from theſce« 
toorth to frame the wholecourle of his life ,, in truth not fo 
much of any zeale or deuotion that hee had to this newe au- 
Nerttie,as becauſe he fourid himſclt by his wound to be mai- 
medand impotent of one of his |yms: beſides that he had bene 
but meanly traded in the courſeof warfare, Herevpon he ga 
thered familiaritie wirh diuerſc,and among thereſt withone 
maſter Paſgqurer Broct, borne in Dreux,a man(cxcept forafew 
outward hypocriſies, ) inwardly vtetrly ynlearned, either in 
humanitic or diuinitie. And hereof doe belceue my ſelfe as 
one who about ſomerenor twelue yeares ſince, had confe- 
rence with him, whoalſo is my authour of what] do now ſay. 
Theſetwomen togther with ſomeothers,beg.an to ſweare a 
leagueamong themſelnes, made fome 1ourneyes into this Ci- 
ticof Paris, to Rome,to Hieruſalem.and finally fora time foun- 
dedtheirretrei& into Vem:ce,a Citic which being laid open to 
all windesand blaſts of the ſca, is by dmers [ralian authours 
acknowledged to be the receptacle of ſundrie indignities and 
peruerſe matters, There for a time did they make ſome hypo- 
critical ſhey ofa certaine ſuperfictal auſteritie of life, then fee» 
ng thattheir ſuperſtition grew to hauc followers(for any no+ 
ueltie neuer wanteth aſsiſtance among a communaltie) they 
tooke heartand waxed bold,and fo triſported themſelues ro 
Rome, wherethey began to publiſh therr ſe. Andaibent the 
moſtpart of them were neuer centred nto the firſt rudiments 
of Grammer,much leſſerraded in the holy. myſteries of 1- 
unitie, yer did they begin with open throat to promite two 
things:one that they would —_— the Goſpel ro the miſcre- 
aats,to the end to conyett the to the faith ; the ather ro _ 
ine

the ſciericestoall Chriſtians, andall this freely'and withoue 
reward, Vpo thisgroiid they aſſumed the name of Religious 
ynderthe locictic of /eſzs , as itall ſuch as cleaue not ro their 
ſ{ec& wereleparate from his companie and ſocictie. Then doe 
they preſenttheſelues toPope Pau/the 3.abouttheyear 1.549 
which was about the timethatthe Germanes began to ſhrink 
from the Popes obedience. A time greatly to be coſidered of, 
to the ende to ſhew with what Foxtike conueyance and craft 


efheſc holy Fricrs inſtnuated them(ſeluesamong vs. Then ſeing 


Oo holy father tookeno great heed to theſe rwo former 
gallant proteſtations(for thartime hee was very intentiue to. 
the warre that was in hand in Germaniefor the vpholding of 
his power betwene Catholikes and Proteſtants)they deuiſed 
a new ſ[cight whereby to captiuate his good wil, They percei« 
ucd that the authoritic of the holy ſea was called in queſton 
among the Lutherans, & therefore ypona profeſs1on meerlie 
repugnant therto,they certified this wile Popethar their farſt 
vow imported an acknowledgmentofthe Pope to be aboue 
all things whatſocuer1n this inferionr world. Fhat there was 
no earthly prince J1uing,no councel generall or cecum enicall, 
but ought to paſle anditoope to his lawes, ſtatutes and de» 
crees. This did fomwhat wak& theſenſes of pope Paxt, which 
before were on ſleepe concerning the cace of thele Friers, For 
in truth he could not before be by any meanes1nduced to res 
cciuethem.Bur then ſecing that ſo manic Friersof that order 
were vnto him ſo many new ſubieRs,c{pecaally at that time, 
he thonght it not goodaltogither to debarre them their en 
terpriſe. Which notwithſtanding,in giuing thempaſlage,hee 
did it with certainelimitations :and firſt for a triall hee antho- 
rized them totake ypon them the name and qualitie of Reli» 
gious perſons, but with this charge, that there thould not bee 
of this orderaboue threeſcore. Howbeit ſoone after through 
their importunities he was brought to graunt them their full 
"ae: iatheycare 1543. As alſo did 7xlius the 7, againe in 
theyeare 1550. Now while theſe things were thus iwprati» 
fine at Rome, it happened that the Jare Sir Wolliam du Prat. 
Ziſhopof Clairmont,ſecing theſenewe Friers to bee highly in 


the holic Fathers fauour, thought likewife in ſome manner 
te

toeratificthem , and therefore fell in conceyte toplant this 
{ectin this Citic of Paris , and to that ende tooke into his 
craine this mailter Pa/gaier Brower (of whom | ſpake before) 
with two or three others: cuen Paſqurer Brouer,]lay,who was 
the firſt Miſter and Rector that they hadin this towne, And 
I would toGod, thatas one Paſquier was the firſt that ſought 
to plant this ſuperſticious ſet inour flouriſhing Vaiuerſtic, 
ſo the poſtcritie may vaderſtande that an Aduocate bearing 
the ſame for ſurname.that washis name, wasthe firſt that 
publikely laboured to root out thisaccurled generation, Shis 
Brouct and his fellowesat their fart comming tooke a meane 
lodging quietly at the Colledge of Lombards,then they ſct- 


* iled their habitation in Clairmont houſe in Harpe ſtreete, 


through the fauour of the Prelate that firſt brought them in. 
Thus ſecing their affayres to haue reaſonable good {uccelle, 
they, began ta- put foorth their hornes, and. indeed often- 
tymes offered themſelues in this Court,crauing to beadmit- 
ted &receyued,and their ſe to be allowed in qualitic both 
of aFricrie and ofa Colledge. To all their requeſtes did that 
great, Caro and e<Ariſtarchus the late Maiſtes Noel Bruſlard 
the Kinges Attourney general] in this Court formallic ops 
pole him(ſclfe.. Manie tymes did hee tell chem, thatif their 
hearts were ſo farre eſtrauaged from worldly affayres, they 
might,without bringing in ofanic newe {e&, make eyther 
vow orprofefiionvnderſomeoneofthe Religions before al- 
lowed by theholy Councels. That there werethe orders of 
Benediftines,of Bernardines,of Clugny, of Premonſtre, the foure 
orders ofbegging Friers,and many others, through whome 
Chriſtendome hadalreadie reaped ſome benefite, butas for 
this which they ſought newlie to aduaunce, it conſiſted 
wholy vponan vncertaine cuent.' | 

The Court not ſatisfied with theſe cxhortations; had 
recourſe to the skilfull , chat is to ſay, to the facultie of 
Diuinitie. The fame hauing at full, and with mature#de- 
liberation conſidered of the caſe , interpoſed her ad#2, 
wherein ſhereſolued chat thisſe& was ful ot ſuperſtition and 
dammableambition;and induced oaely tor the difolation of 


-cucry eftate bothReguler and Seculcr.Being thus pur backe, 
tl | they

experience wedoeperceiue, Inthemeanetimethebithop of 
(atrmont departeth this lite , and maketh a will, whereby hee 
bequeſteth an infinite wealth to theſe men, who by their or1- 
ginall vow do profelle pouerticas well particularly as in com - 
mon, This legacie doe they receive, Troubles likewiſecome 
on;at the beginning wherot there wasan aflembly of fundry 

prelates in the towne of *Poyſſy, The Teſuites who eger:[ince 
their firſt originall have enjoyed theirencreaſe by the ruines 
ofTthers,l1ke as during the cunll warres in Germarnze, they ſet 
foote1n Rome, {o ſeeing the great flamethat was towarde in 
France,they thoughtitthentime to break ſilence,and ſo ro ſer 
ſurefogtinginthis Citie of Paris,& tothat end did they begin 
to weaueanewe webbe,and to perfe@ their purpoſes. They 
remembred themſelues therefore to preſenta newepetition 
to this Court, unporting that it would vouchſafe toreceyue 
andauthorizetheir ſe, notin qualitieof a Religious houſe, 
bur in formeofa Colledge , withthis condition: That they 
ment notto enterpriſe any thing to the preiudice ofthe king, 
the Bifhops, the Curatsor Chapters;Alo thar for theirpartes 
they renouncedall priuiledges before 'graunted them to the 
contraric hereof. As in deede what would they nor at that 
time haue promiſed rather then to haue failedof their purpo= 
ſcs,ſlecingthemſelues fo gorged & glutted with ſuch wealth? 
The Courtknowing that this petition:concernedthe general 
eſtate ofthe Church throughout all: France,returned them tos 
po with their petition to the aſſembly at Poyſy. In this aſ< 
embly fit forpreſident as the moſt auncient, a certaine Pre- 
Jare, who likewiſe vpoa new zeale was very forward in their 
cauſe,yea and had eſ{tabhſhed a houſe of Ieſuites 1n the ſame 
towne whereof hee bare the title; This man tooke their 
cauſe in hand. ſought eueric way to vaderſtand to what paſle 
thispetition would come.' He found the opinions of all the 
Prdates but fimply diſpoſed to his defire. This petition ther« 
was deliuered to one -who theſame-time was-about to 
make away his Biſhoprike, and as Iam informedit was neuer 
broughr into the full and'generall aſſembly ofall : A matter 
which may be aucrred by an infinite numberof notable per-

fons that wereſummoned to the laid meeting atPoyſ asalſo 
it was neucr1igned but only by the ReJator & the Preſident. 
A Preſtdcat we may ſay,who it might better haue beleemed 
ytterly to haue forborn,as beeing one that could not fit vpon 
the cauſe of thoſe of whom himlclte was a protefor,and ſith 
we muſtnecdes ſo ſay, both author, fauourcrand preferrer. 
Nor neuertheleſle that I will any way empcach his honour, as 
acknowledging him to bea notable man, and ſucha one as is 
bighly tobe regarded: yer did he ſuppoſe that hauing the os 
pom of ſome dozen of the companie,the ſame nigt®fut-= 
zeto make it to paſſe for a decree and generall concluſion 
for the matter 1n queſhon Howbeirt although this prelat rook 
the [cluites cauſe wholy in hand,and that he had comunicated 
the ſame,nort withthe whole bodie of thoſe that were called, 
but with ſome peruaculers only, yet could henot by the reſo- 
lution there giuen in, obraincany more but that this ſocietie 
of Icluites ſhould be admitted in qualitie of a fellowſhip and 
Colledge notofa Religion newly inſtituted, with chargealſo 
that they ſhoulde bee Cranks to take another title then the 
nameof [cluttes of the ſocietic of [eſus. Alſo that they ſhould 
bee bounde wholy and fully to conforme themſclucs to. the 
diſpoſttionofthe common lawe,and neuer to enterprizeanie 
thing in matters either ſpirituall or temporall, that might be 
ante way preiudiciall to the Biſhops. And withall,that they 
ſhould cxpreſly renounce all priuiledges mentioned in their 
Bulles, otherwiſe thatiin detault hereof, - or that in time to 
comethey ſhould obtaineany other, then ſhould this appro- 
bation bee voide and of nonecffe, Theleſures thus fur- 
niſhed withthis approbation(allthe contents whereofT haue 
word for. wordrepcated)preſented themſeluesagaine in this 
Court, whichin truth paſſed this decree fully and wholie ac- 

cording to the formeand tenouraforefaide, ©: ©) 
Iramediately:hawng obcained this requeſt; theypurcha« 
ſedanbouſcſcituateinS.

the ſocietie of the name of Tejs, T hey receyuedall ſorts of youth, 
bothpenfionersandfrom out the Colledge,to whom they do 
read, They publiſha catechiſme vnder the name of M.Edmid 
Auger, a brotherot the ſocterie ofthe name ot feſer, yea they.

ou .Not contented with this firſt irregularitic and diſobee

Courtto marketheir yerie words, T beprincipall and Colledge 
of the Companie of the name of feſus,tearmed of Clairmont, do deſire 
that you Will vouchſafe to incorporate theminto.the Vninerſitie that 
they may entoy the prus/edges thereof. This title were they vtter- 


dy prohibited in their approbation , by vertue whercofthey 


preffnted themſelues to be incorporatamong vs, yet playing 
Aeſops cat , they cannotrefraine but mult needes returne to 
thcirambicious4uperſtition, whereto their whole companie 
isinclined, The Vniuerſitie ypon this furious petition was fo- 
lemnly afſembled:[n this congregation appeared the chiefeſt 
oftheIcſuites. They were demaunded whether they would 
not abiure that partial title of leſujte accordiog to the tenure 
ofthe decrce. They anſwered,they referred themſelues tothe 
decree concerning their maner of living in Frexce,ſo inferring 
by aſubtle kinde of ſophiſtrie, that in France'they would bee 
Collegiats and Bouſers,& in /tahe Friers:Then were they ſum» 
moned categorically to anſwer, whether they were friers or 
ſeculars : for indeed ſith they would needs ioyne with vs, the 
firſt order that we couldiake with them, was to knowe their 
callings,leſt otherwiſe we ſhould trouble and peruert theor- 
ders ofour Vninerſitie before mentioned:hereto in genexall 
tcarmes they ſay that they cannot otherwiſe anſwere butac- 
cordingto the decree,and that inLatin words,T ales quales cos 
curia declarauit : Such as the (ourt bath declared them, Being a= 
gainedemaundced whether they were Seculers or Regulers, 
there would bee no other anſwer gotten, butthat-they were

was, to know whether they wereRegulersor Seculery.(for it

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fucha one as is neitherthe one nor the ather, orthft isboth, 
togither, asaretheſc our maſters) declared that ſhee neither 
could nor might incorporate them intoher.In conſideration 
wherof theſe petitionersthen deuiſed to exhibira petition to 
this Court,to the end by the anthoritie thereof to obtainthat 
whichthe V niverſfitic bad refuſed them. And this1sin cfte&t 
the petition which is now in queſtion inthis place. 

he Court therefore by matters heretofore declared may 
ynderſtand whatthe common goucrnment of our yniuerfitie 
in part is: what hath beene the originall andprogreſle of theſe 
Jeſuites,S&cafter what maner their cauſe was brought into this 
Court.Now it remaineth that wee relate what their gouern- 
ment is,tothe cnd that by the report & compariſon of theirs 
wath ours, we may ſce whether there bee any compatibllitie 
whereby we may joine them with vs. Andalþcit herein they 
yorke cloſely and vnderhand,fo as they wil not caſily reueale 
the myſtericsof their order, as knowing that there is no wile 


man but will diſalow.them, yet by ſo much as I could gather 


either out oftheir owne,or out of their Aduocatesplca, or e- 
ſpecially out of fuch bookes as they put forth for their owne 
aduantage,] do find that this pretended companic & ſocietic 
of Ieſus,1scompoled of two kinds of people,of whom thefirſt | 
beare the title of greater obſeruance,the other of ſmaller.

And thele 
menare ſo auſtere,that they yow pouertic both generall and 
petticular,as do.the Freyciſtant, ' Thoſe thatareof theleſler 
obſcruanceareticd onely to two; yowes, the one concerning 
the fidelitic thatthey,promiſeto the Pope, the other their 0+ 
bediencet9 their ſuperiorsand miaiſters; Theſe laſt doe got 
yow pogerty,but they, may lawfullyenioy benefices without 
di{penlation;they may ſacceed their fathersand mothers, yea 
they may purchaſelands and poſlefiions avifrhey wereboud 
to novo ofgeligion;andby thiswayhauc they atigined iyeh 
| wealt 
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wealth and riches in this new order.1 looke already that fome 


man ſhoutde aske me,whether theſe ſo holy men,ſuch'profeſ- 


ſors ofpouertie ether in commonorpriuate,can poſleſſe any 
goods:but tothele men 1 ankwer that in truth they doc, and 
theſe be the meanes whereby they hold them. The exercize 
oftheir orderoutiwardly confiſteth in two poynrs:/By the firft 
they promiſe to entreat vponReligion, viz;to adminiſter the 


myiterics as well of penanceas ot theaultar, and to exhort 


Infidels. By theſecond to teach the liberall ſriences. And 
thE:efore he thatfirit{er his hand to the eſtabliſhment of this 
ſe. rnding the! pottertie that they vowed tobeetoo hard 
of diſge{tion, by a fophiſticall ſprite, remembred hinfelfe 
to makeaditaQtion: that isto ſay, that fith the exercizeof 
his profeſsion was double, aſwell in reſpe&'of Religion, acof 
good letters, hisorder ſhould likewiſe confiſt as well in Mo- 
naſteriesasin Colledges. ' Alfo that the Monaſtertes ſhontd 
be certaine ſmall Chappelsor Celles, as being in hisopiniort 
the leaſt, and the Colledgeslargeandamplepalages. Likewiſe 
that asin qualitie of Religious perſons 'they ſhould poffeſle 
nothing either in generall or in particular; but as in qualitic

all. men receyued; ,mdifferentlic , Prieftes and: laie-pgrs 
ſons, marryed and'/ynmarried, as alſo they bee-not bound 
to. bee relxdent. with the-greater. obſeruantes +;- but maye 
lawtullic jghabite;among other. men ;,. ſo; that: at-certaine

prefixed dayes they mecteat their common houſe to be par- 
takers of their roies' and apiſh myſteries, andtherefore by 
this ſawand rulc it will be no great abſurditie,to ſeea whole 
rownelſhip of Icfuites. Thoſe in ſumme arethe genera]points 
of their gouernement, ſo farreas I coulde gather them out of 
their ownebooks. And yettothe end to looſeno time,I muſt 
not forget oneordinance more, whereby their generall is ad- 
mitted ofhis owne authorntie to alter his Jawes and (tatutes, 
according as hee thallthinkeit moſt commodions for his or- 
d&. An ordinancewhich they can better put in praQtize then 
all the reit of their ſtatutes, for by the meanes ofthararticle 
they thinke it lawfull for them to counterfeit all things as oc- 
cafion may ferue,ſolongas luch counterfeiting may redound 
to rhe-profite oftheir ſet. This was the cauſe thar aibeit 
maſter Ponce Congordan their Prownciall in this towne, with 
the als1ſtanceof rwo or threeof his friers preſented hisafore- 

named petition to our Vniuecrſitie, wherein he and his com« 
| panions entituled thetnſelues feſavtes, yet afterwarde ſeeing 
that thisqualitic was hurttull'to his enterprize, thus Maſter 
Ponce cunningly waſhed his hands from this petition, &now 
cauſeth his Aduocate'to difaduow him,that 15 to ſay , he hath 
diſaduowed himſelte : for he only adminiltreth inſtrutions 
to Maſter Peter YVerſoris, 

Thus by the premiſles hath the Court at large vnderſtood 
the greateſt and chiefepart aſwell ofthe diſcipline ofour Ve 
nucrſitic.as ofthegonernment ofthe leſuites, togither with 
their original) andprogreſſe; Allwhich matters we hane bin 
forced to open at large,to the end men may conſider whethet 
there beany means to accept them into our compatiie wher» 
in we hope that wee haueſufficiently performed that for the 
which wearecalled hither .But now will I ſay yet twothings 
more, Firſt,that conferring our gouernments by peccemeale, 
it 15 ynpoſiibletoaſfociate the leſaites with vs. Secoundly,that 
alleitthere were ſome poſkibility ſo to do:yet-common eom- 
moditie togither with our duties to God and Chriſtian Reli- 
gun doe gainſayit, as doe alſo in few wordes'all thoſe things

vato eucry man that liſt to paſſe through the examinations 
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Now therefore concerning the firſt point : wehaue, as [ 
{aid before, two ſorts of Maſters or Regents,the one Secular, 
who in the Colledges doeread humaniticand Philoſophie to 
al comers &goers,for in thoſe two miniſteries15theiryocatis 
limitted. The other regulcr,& in reſpe&rhey bereligious,are 
confined into their cloyſters, where tor anoiding of confuſion 
theyare not permitted to reade to any but of their owne or- 
ders. Butour [eſuites who giue our themlclues to be Religi« 
ous perſons, &1n that qualitie do take three ordinarie voles, 
and a fourth of ſupererrogation, whichis the ſuperlatiue, doe 
they obſerue this rule ? No truly. What then? Forfooth their 
chambersare open to all children who are pat to them for 
penſions, and there Colledges toall vagabondes and ſcurnie 
companions. Ifthey minde toJincafter the maner of our Se- 
cular Regents, why doe they take yvpon them thoſe yo es? 
But if they publith themſejues to be Friers, wherfore do they 
not containe themſelues cloſe & prinate in their Moaſteries, 
as other Friers doe? Or ypon what ground doe they in their 
lefures diſpenſe with themle]ues according to cucrieobieR 
contrarie to our ancient diſcipline > Morcouer, no Regents 
Seculersarefuffercd toholde formes betore they have ſhewed 
{ome proote of their ſufficienciesand capacities in publique 
{choles, whether they are brought to thatintent, and ſohane 
taken the cap of maſterſhip. Yea &albeit they haue procee- 
ded Maſtersin Artes,yctare they pz9hibited from reading in 
divinitie, yntill they are gone forth Doors in that facultic, 
Yet had weneyerany one of our Ieſtires that{tood to the ex- 
amination of our Vnue{itic,erher for the degree of maſter- 
ſhip in Arts,or for his degree of Door in Divinitie, Neuer- 
theleſfe,they who are a people ſcraped together from among 
all nations,doe giue licence to reade,euen in diuinitie. They 
tcarme their Colledge a S:minarie. And truly I will give them 
leaue,for vliog itasthey doe, itis the readie way to bring a 
Seminarie of heriſie andimpictic among vs. They hauenot 
taken the degrees of Maſters or DoQors( will ſome man ſay) 
becauſetheirſocietie is not incorporate among vs. Thisan- 
{wer is veric weake: for the gite alwayes was andis ſtil] open 


and 
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and trials ofour Vniuerſitic, Hitherto doeT not meddle with 
their Religion, but with ſo much as concerneththeinſtruQi- 
- onofyouth Bring in therefore this order among vs, and you 
| ſhall withall bring inall diforder, Chaos and contuſion, Our 
Vainerhity is conipaled of Seculers and Regulers, They muſt 
offorce be either the one or the other, for weadmit no midle 
ſort. Againe, whatoutward marke doe theſe newe Monkes 
beare, whereby they may bee diſtinguiſhed fromall other 
me«,butonelyaclaſpe or hookeat the top of their gownes: 
A moſt manifeſt token that as the fiſherman with his hooke 
coucred with ſome baite taketh the fiſh: ſo theſe men, allu- 
ring vswithfaire promiſes arc appointed to hook away al our 
goods,and togorgethemſciues withour ſpoyles. Butperad- 
ucnture[l dealeouerrudely withyou. No, I willaccomodate 
my ſelfynto you as quietly as I may,to theend that vſing you 
inthat maner , your ſelues may bee the firſt Iadges of your 
condemnation.For ſith with ſo great facilitie as I haue faid, 
youtake vypon youto make lawesand ſtatutes, which after- 
wardeyou may abrogate,cuen with the diſaduowing of your 
{ciues,according as your commoditic & benefit may require, 
let vs ſomewhat mitigate the rigour of this cauſe. Hitherto 
J] haue qualified you as /ſorkes , ſhewing that in that qua- 
ltie you arenotto be ſufferedtoliue in your Colledgeas you 
doo., Nowelet vsproceedeto your abiurations.

Howbeit,if you bee 
ſuch, then yndaubtedly youcannort bee incorporate among 
vs, in reſpect of the reaſons before alledyed.It refteth there- 
fore in your diſcretions my maiſters,to weigh whether ofthe 
twaine is moſt expedient for thecommon wealth:either that 
our Vniuerfitic ſhould be maintained in herancient preroga= 
tiuesagainſttheſenew Monks:compalcd ofall peeces:either 
elſe to gratifie the intheir ſtatutes, ful of danger & vncertain« 
tic to the preiudice of yours.For if inthis diſproportio of (tx 
tures,you wH incorporate them among vs,itcan beno vaion, 
but anagrecing of the Vninerfity with an arrogant Spaniard, 
witha mouſe-eaten /talies, the firſt, the ancient and capitall 
enemie,the other theperpetuall flanderer of France : tocbee 
brief, with anymber of ſophiſters,who are crept in among vs 
like fearfull foxcs to the end;hercafter to reigne ouervs like 
furiousLions, "Our elders (for I amcontent to ende this'd1(- 
courſe with the auncient decree paſſed at Rome, agayn(t 
the newe Rhetoricians ) appoynted What they Woulde ; tons 
Re 4 their 
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their childreh to learne,and to what ſcholes they ſhould repaire : but 
theſe newe things that are now brought in contrarie to the cuſtome 
and maners of our elders,doe neither pleaſe vs,nor ſeeme to beeright. 
This decree notwithſtanding, the Rhetoricians , Maiſters 
and teachersof inckhornetearmes did by little andlittle get 
credite in Rowe, and Rome by little and little loſt her eſtate, 
according to the opinion of moſt Polititians , and you my 
Maiſters are to expe&noleſle of theſe Ieſuites except you 
plucke vp cuen in the beginning, both the ſtalke and the 
Yoow. | 
All that hitherto I haue ſpoken,doth principally cocernthe 
ichoole &inſtrufio of yourh, which of it ſelf 15 much, yet litle 
in reſpe of that which I will hereafter enter into, Now will I 
touch the cheif point, which is our religis.For if by their inſti- 
tution they do reeſtabliſh the eſtate of our church,then will I 
yeeld tocodemnation,& wiſh them to haue ſomwhat aboue 
law among vs.I forget what the ancient Canons haue decreed 
_ againſt alnew orders of re[1gio.They ſhould be but flouers in 
my ſenſe, becauſel feethat notwithſtanding thoſe decrees,yer 
ourchurch hathallowed many,and it were ynſecmly to enuy ' 
the entric to this, incaſe our Church couldreceiuc any fruit 
thereby,although all nouecltiesbe of perillous conſeque”- * 
eſpecially in our CatholikeReligion. But inthispreſer 1 
am not fo raſh as of my ſelfeto interpoſe my iudgem: .c.l wil 
therefore hauc recourſe to our reucrend facultic of Dizinitie 
of Paris: the ſame is myayme,my rcfuge,and the franchiſe of 
that which Iam now to ſay. The Court in the yeare 155 4.fin- 
ding it ſelfe ſorelaid vnto by the importunities of theſe new 
Friers, who werethe carriers of the Bulles of Pope Paule the 
third,in the yeare 1 54.3. Alſo of ulius the third in the yeare 
1550.returned their caufe to thisfacultie,/to the end to haue 
aduice thereof. Thefacultie,aftera Maſle of the holy Ghoſt, 
did thus interpoſe her decree, &that vnderapreamble of her 
dueſubmiſion to the holy ſea, A matter whichinreſpe& of 
the necelsitieof my cauſe will read at length. | | 
7n the yeare of our Lord 1'554.the firſt day of December , the 
moſt holze facultie of Dininitie of Paris, after 4 Mafſe of the hole 
G hoft ,as the maner is celebrated in che Church of Sorbonne, was

| by oath aſſemble dnow the fourth time in the ſaide CollBdge to de»

| tWo Bulsthe Senate or Court of Parliament of Paris haue commit-

will begin to entreat of ſo great « matter and of ſuch weight, all and 
euerie of our maſters,publikely and with openmouth do profeſſe that

the power and autborwie of the chieſe Biſhops,but rather all andeue- 
rie of them as children of obedience , as ener bitherto they haue ac« 
knowledged and confeſſed,ſo now they do ſincerely faithfully and vo- 
luntarily acknowledge and confeſſe the Biſhop cf Rome to be Chriſt 
Zeſus 6biefe and univerſal Vicar and paſtor of the Church, to whom 
Chriſt bath giuen al!/fulneſſe of power , to whom all maner of men 
ought ro obey whoſe decrees euerie one for himſelfe is bound to reue- 
rence, defend and obſerue.But becauſe all men , eſpecially Diuines,

with greatrenerence and humilitie, leauing the whole caſe to correc- 


ton of the holy Sea,hath thus cenſuredit. | 

T bis ne; ſacietie peculiarly chalenging to it ſelfe to be called by 
the name of [eſus,doth ſo licencionſly and without ary choyſe, admit 
all maner of perſons, hovy wicked , lewde or infamous fo ener, vſing 
wo difference from ſecular Preets in their outward babit, tn tonſure, 
ſaying their canonical bours priuately,or ſinging them puLlikly in the 
Chsrches,in Cloyſters,or in ſilence , in choiſe of meate and daygs, in 
faſt and ſundrie other lawes and ceremonies , whereby the ſtates of 
Religions are diſtinguiſhed andpreſerned , as being endued with ſo 
many and ſo dinerſe priuiledges, indulgence and hberties,eſpecidlly 
concerning the adminiſtration of the Sacraments of penance andthe 
Euchariſt,

ry to the privaledges of uninerſities, and final.y to the great burt of the 
people,it ſeemetbro violate all honeſtie of monaſtical religion it Weaks 
neth the ſludions,deuout,c3 neceſſary exerciſeof al vertues,abſtinen- 
cer,ceremonies  auſterity,yea &- gineth occaſion freely ts ſlide back 
from other religions:u6 withdraweth alſo all obedience and ſubieftion 
Uſrongordinaries:it wninſtly deprineth all Lords both temporall and 
ſpirirua'lof their rig 3ts:ut bringeth in trobles into both gonernments: 
& ſtirreth up quarels ameng tbe people,c+ tnduceth many (trifes, dif- 
ſeations,contention;,emulations rebellions,and ſundry ſchiſmes, All 
theſe matters therefore, and many other, diligently weied and exa- 
mined, this ſocietie ſeemeth in matter of faith tobe dangerous gn the 
peace of the Church troubleſome,a ſubuerter of monaſt icall religion, 
and to tend rather to deſtruttion then to eaification. 

This in efte& wasthe cenſure of that great facultie. Then 
was there noſpeech of incorporating theſe Ileſuites among 
vs,ncither did any man miſdeeme that which we now ſee, fo 
asit cannot be ſaid, that being preoccupied by palsion, they 
gaue thizaduice,In time paſt it hath bin feene that ſome per- 
ticuler perſons haue barked againſt newe orders of religions, 
One M.W:l.of S, Amour. M.Iohn Poulliar:one fobn Mehune: 
that cried out againſt thefour orders of beggers, howbeit all 
their opinions were condemned. But what mdgement is this? 
The iudgementofa whole corporation & colledge, Of what 
Colledge? Ofthe Colledgeofour famous facultie of Diuini- 
tie,by whoſe aduice not only our kings, butthe popes, and not 
the popes only,butalſo the generall Councels haue ardinarily 
bin dire&ed in mattersconcerning the eſtate of our chriſtian 
faith:but peradueture the ſaid faculty delt herein tumultuouſ- 
l1y?no ſuch matter. [t wasaſlembledat Sorbonne 4.ſcueral Gaics, 
thergit tooke a ſolemae oath:it had,as is aforeſaid, a Maſle of 
the $1 Ghoſt. And truly there muſtneeds be ſome great cr- 
ror in our [cſuits,fith at the hands of ſo great perſonages, they 
receiued ſuch anatcaint,the like whereof was neuer giuenat 
the bringing in of any ofall the other new orders of _—_

| thenthis. 
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And for my partI wil neucr be aſhamed to tie my conſcience 
_ totheconſciences of that reuerend company, & withthem to 
vphold that there was nener {e& more partial and ambitious, 
or whole propoſitions were of more pernicious conſequence 
Yea [ will yet be bolder:for to fay truth, Iam oneof 
thoſe who without circumlocution do call that that is bread, 
bread,& that that is wine, wine, I could find in my hart to lay, 
that this ſe&in their principles are ſchiſmaticall,and ſo conſe- 
quently heceticall. A hereſie built by 7gnatger vponti gnotgnees 
of the antiquitie ofour church. Neuertheles ſithour faculty of 
diuinitie would not vic thoſe termes,no more will I:yet will 
ſay,that [gnativs brought into our Church as daungerous an 
hereſy as cuer did arti Luther, They were borh born with= 
in one centenarie of yeares, the one inthe yeare 1483, the 0+ 
ther in the yere 1.491.Both diſperſed their ſes,affirming that 
they referred their principles to our primitiue church, therby 
the more eaſily to draw the ſimple people to their fattion. 
And vpon that point ſought the one vtterly to abrogarethe 
ſcaof Rome, andthe other bya particulervow toyeeld more 
thereto then the generalitic of: our Church did cuer grant. 
Martin indeuoured to ſuppreſle ſhift, and canonicall conſti- 
rutjons,long timeand in all ancieritic receiued, Contrariwiſe 
"A not onlyalloweth them, but alſoas a great captain & 
andard bearer of our Church,would needs craue thatheand 
his ſeQatours ſhould adminiſter the holy myſteries of penace 
& theaultar, Iam ſon tothe Church of Rowe,in the faith ther= 
of will liveand die,Godforbid I ſkould erreinany onepoint, 
YetdoTaduow that 7onatirs wasno lefle partiall and hurtfull 
toourReligion then Luther, Yeaand further , that his ſet is 
more to bee feared then the other, becauſe that timerous cone 
ſciences ſo ſoone as they heareof Luther or Calvin, do imme-= 
diatly ſtand vpon their gard, & as in pratize we ſay take heed 
of miſtaking Contrariwiſe they do caſily fufter themſelyes to 
beſur-priſed and drunken with the poiſon of the [gnatians,as 
acconting them the chiefe proteors of our Catholike Re- 
ligionagainſttheheretikes,albeitthey bein deedthe firſt ſub- 
verterstherof.I canproperly comparethemrothe uy, which 
hauipg cak& hold af atzold wal,do outward]y ſeem to vphold 
athodes | it 
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it, & yet doth inwardly vadermine it.Fuen ſich are our Ig14- 
titians, who ſetting a face as they would yphold the Church of 
Goda,do bring it into decay,and at length which pul it downe 
from the top to the bottom, Yet becauſe my propoſition may 
ſceme ſomewhat harſh to ſome tickliſh minds, I do humblie 
beſeech you my maſters ro ſuſpend your iudgements vntill 
you hue at large vnderſtood my reaſons, Trucit is that /gna- 
riusas yet not knowing one Latin worde, to himſelfe promi« 


efing chat in time he might become capable thereof, beeing 


trained onely in tRe reading of the golden Legend, determi+ 
ned to giueouer watfarc , and fo marrichimlſelfe toa newe 
kinde of life, which was,as he ſaid,ſoneercat he might to imi- 
tate the ſteps ofour Sauiour /eſ#s Chri/t,and therefore he inti- 
tuled him(ſclfeeſrite. Inaſmuch therefore as he vaderſtoode 
that the Apoſtles were the firſt trumpets of our Goſpel, 
namely, that they had adminiſtred the holy Sacrament of 


 Communion,before the which penance and Confeſsion ſhould 


be forerunners,ke would needesprocure,thathe & his might 
adminiſter thoſe two Sacraments, & preach our Chriſtan re- 
ligion throughout the world. Hereto healfo added that they 
might of freecoſt inſtru youth Braue promiſes truely. Vpo 
this imagination inthe yeare I 523,he tellat the feet of pope 
Aarian the ſixt: In theyeare 15 24. hee entred into the ſtu- 
dic of Grammer for the ſpace of foure whole yeares, howe 
heeprofited Iknowe not, but well I wotethat in the yeare 
1528, he came to this Citie of Parss to ſtudy Philoſophie,vn= 
till the yeare 1 537.and then he ſhut vp his ſtudie, for he em- 
ployedthereſtof his life in trauclling into dijuerſe countreys, 


for thepropagating of his ſocietie, vatill that finally he ſetled 
- hishabitation 1n Rome, where he deceaſed in the yeare I5 56 


Yetmuſt younotthinke that albeit hee was ignorant when 


* he begantoſtudie in thisCitic , and that his ſe@was neither 


allowednor authorized in Rome,that therfore cither he or his 

did farceaſe the exerciſe of his Religion in this Citic,and that 

did our ſelues ſeein ouryong dayes in the Chappel that ſtan- 

deth in the firſt Court of our Charterhouſe, where the pricſtes 

that were his followers hauing ſung their Maſles, did euerie 

Sonday fhriueand houſlcll ſuch azcamebeforethem , More- 
7 oucr 
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ouer ,. 1gnatins ſecing that neither at Rome , neither elſe 
where, the ſuperiours of our Charch could find any taſt in 
his dorine,he madea perticuler yow in tauour of the Pope, 
which was not common with any other Chriſtians, and all 
to currie fauour with him : forto tell you thetruth, albeit he 
was1o ignorant, yet will Iproue vnto you that he was one of 
the wiſeſt ofourtime., Thus may you in few wordes ſee the 
propoſitions, cauſes,time and foundation of this holie focie- 
tic. Suffer me therefore, I beſcech you my mailters, to make 
{ucha commentarie as well vpon this hy (Mic , as yporſ#the 
determination of our Sorbonxe, as the dutie of my conſcience 
doth commaund mec: tor I hope to ſhew you that this lect 
throughout all the propoſitions thereof, doe bring forth no« 
thing but diuifion betweene the Chrifian and the feſuite, be- 
tweene the Pope and the Ordinaries,, betweene all other 
Monkesandthemſclues,and finally that tollerating them, no 
Prince nor potentate ſhall beable to aſſure hiseſtate agaynſt 
their attempts. I haue alreadie ſ{ayd, and it is moſt true, that 
this{e& was built yponthe ignorance of /gnatius, nowe will [ 
adde that it hath-fince beene maintained by the pride and ar-= 
rogancie of his ſearies.
